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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-18 of U. S. Application 09/745,561, filed December 21, 2000, are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC & 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (l) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Bunza (U.S. 
Patent 6,838,948). The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action 
can be found in a prior Office action. The text of the rejection is incorporated by reference to the 
previous office action. 

Response to Arguments - 102 R ejection and Declaration 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/22/2004 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

5. Applicants are thanked for their amendment that traverses the objections to the drawings 
and the specification. The objections are withdrawn. 

6. Applicants argue that the processor chip 100 is not described as hardware for Bunza' s 
embodiment because it is in the background of the invention. This, respectfully, is not 
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persuasive. The whole patent is directed to emulation of microprocessors on an actual 
microprocessor on a chip and require the processor chip as typified by # 100. In response to 
Applicant's argument about the background of the invention, see col 1, lines 32-37. 
Furthermore, see the abstract and summary of the invention (for example, col 1, lines 57-67). 
The patent "distinguishes" over the conventional approach reasons other than use of a hardware 
emulation of a microprocessor on a chip. With respect to arguments about the speed of the 
simulation, the speed on the execution of the software depends on the underlying hardware 
emulator.
